THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 





You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said New 
Ipswich on Tuesday, the ninth day of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget to raise as 
estimated therein the necessary funds to transact the town’s busi- 
ness for the ensuing year. 


3. To raise such sums as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations of the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,200 
for a resident physician. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $125 
for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To choose one member of the electric light commission for 
three years. 


8. To choose one member of the trust fund committee for three 
years, and this same committee to serve as the Spalding School 
Fund committee. 


9. To choose a committee of three for Memorial Day. 


10. To choose a committee of three for the Baseball Field Com- 
mittee. 


11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town 
through tax collector’s deeds. 
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12. To see if the town will accept State Aid for Class II roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for such purpose the sum of 
$1,381.50 or will accept state aid for construction of Class V roads 
and raise and appropriate or set aside for such purpose the sum of 
$658.50. 


13. To see if the town will vote to accept the gift of $3,000 by 
the late Frances Jones Burton, the income of which is to be used 
for public lectures and to be known as the Frances Jones Burton 
Lecture Fund or take any action thereon. 


14. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric power line 
from the home of the late Andrew D. Mastin to the home of Philip 
D. Bassett. Mr. Bassett will contribute to the digging of holes 
and erecting poles or take any action thereon. 


15. To see if the town will vote to appoint a committee of three 
to negotiate with some other power company for the purchase of 
our electric current and discontinue our present service with Mr. 
Taft, or take any action thereon. 


16. To see what action the town will take in limiting the sale of 
electric current on credit to a three month period. If old accounts 
are not paid up by that time all service to be discontinued, or take 
any action thereon. 


17. To see if the town will vote to repair the public hay scales 
in such a manner that they will be useable both winter and summer. 


18. To see what action the town will take in authorizing the 
road agents to sand all hills on rural mail and school bus routes 
in slippery going. 


19. To see if the town will ask the electric light commission to 
have the meters read before the eighth day of each month to 
equalize the monthly average. 


20. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500 to purchase snow fences for country roads. 


21. To see what action the town will take in asking the selectmen 
to explain what became of the money raised for Class V road 
construction in 1936. 


22. To see if the town will vote to raise the hourly rate of pay 
for town employees for labor to forty-five (.45) cents per hour. 


23. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Electric Light 
commission to install two (2) new street lights, these lights to be 
located as follows: one near the houses now occupied by Mrs. 
Hastings and Mrs. John M. Burton on the so-called back road to 
Greenville from the Centre Village and the other at the end of the 
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electric light line which furnishes service to John Kangas and 
George C. Silver and appropriate money for the same, or take any 
action in the matter. 


24. To see if the town will vote to restore the ten per cent cut 
in the salaries of the town officers voted in 1933 or take any action 
thereon. 


25. To cast your ballots on the question: Is it expedient to revise 
the constitution?

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I respectfully submit my fourteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


SUPERVISION 


There has been no major change in the general plan of super- 
vision from that of previous years. The results of the standard- 
ized tests are used with more effectiveness as we gain in the under- 
standing of the meaning of test results and methods of utilizing 
them to improve instruction. The outstanding illustration of this 
gain the past year is in the fields of reading and spelling. When 
tests showed weakness in the reading skills, and particularly in the 
knowledge of exact meaning of words, we shifted the emphasis in 
methods of teaching reading to meet the situation. This weakness 
carried over also into spelling abilities, and we have made a change 
in the spelling system, introducing a new type of textbook which 
is a combination of spelling and word study. These have been in 
use approximately two months and the improvement in spelling is 
noticeable already by comparison with work of the preceding 
months. Standardized tests in the spring and next fall will in- 
dicate the extent to which we have overcome the weaknesses, and 
will point the way to future procedure. 


TEACHERS AND SALARIES 
The surplus of qualified teachers which existed during the years 
of the depression has very largely disappeared. There is almost 
a scarcity of good primary teachers and no more than the normal 
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surplus of upper grade teachers. This situation has accelerated 
the rate at which teachers’ salaries are being restored to their 
former levels, from the reduced salaries that prevailed in the past 
five years. 


HEALTH 


The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. Cayward and 
Mrs. Gilbert in September and October. 111 pupils were examined, 
5 were absent. Number of defects found and number corrected 
since previous report are as follows:

BUDGET 


The assessment called for in the budget submitted this year 
is $11,000 which is exactly the same as last year. Certain items in 
the budget vary, however, and call for explanation. The $5,500 
estimated for teachers’ salaries includes the salary of a music 
teacher. This year we have found it possible to include a music 
teacher beginning in January because of the fact that we could 
include her salary in the state aid budget. The $140 recommended 
for other expenses of instruction includes $40 for a set of reference 
books. $200 should be sufficient for minor repairs, together with 
some $200 that was appropriated for use this year but the work 
deferred until later. Transportation of pupils is costing now $2,220 
and the two major contracts are for a period of three years and will 
not change. $4,000 will cover the tuition of all of the pupils we 
know of who will attend the Academy next year. $100 for new 
equipment is to cover the cost of new seats at Highbridge and a 
new piece of playground apparatus at Number One. State aid is 
not definitely known at this writing but is estimated at $2,625. 
The balance at the close of the current school year should be large 
enough to warrant appropriating $424 to offset next year’s assess- 
ment and make it an even sum $11,000.
